To Prove Right to More* 
College Subsistence Rates 

Vetcrfins pursuing full-time cour- 
ses in schools and colleges who are 
entitled to increased subsistence 
rates by reason of dependency have 
until July 1, to submit proof for re- 
troactive payments. 

If voternns submit evidence by 
July 1, they will receive retroactive 
payments at the new rates back to 
April 1. Evidence received after 
that date will bo effective the day 
of receipt. 

New rates now in effect allow ve- 
terans with one dependent the sum 
of $105 a month and $120 for those 
with more than one dependent. 
Single veterans receive $75. Eligible 
vets now in school who are en- 
titled to $75 or $105 do not have to 
apply because VA offices have the 
information required to pay the in- 
creases automalically. 

Proof of additional dependency 
for the new increases consist of 
photostats or certified copies of 
birth in the case of dependent 
children and evidence of actual de- 
pendency in the case of dependent 
parents. 

Service officers- of the Illinois Ve- 
terans commission have been in- 
structed in the subsisitence changes 
and are ready to assist all veterans 
in this matter. 

In Lake county, the service of- 
ficer is Arthur G. Adams. The IVC 
office is located at American Legion 
Home in Waukegan, Illinois.

Mico Perish In 25 Minutes 

At 35 Degrns Below Zero 
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WASHINGTON.— Survival time of 
various warm-blooded animals kept 
in cages at a temperature of ^5 de- 
grees below zero- has been de- 
termined by the Army Quartermas- 
ter corps. The series of tests were 
conducted in the cold room of Har- 
vard's fatigue laboratory. 

Mice succumbed quickest under 
such an exposure, dying in less than 
25 minutes. Canaries were next, 
surviving for only 36 minutes. White 
rats lasted between 45 minutes and 
2 hours. Some rabbits died In three 
and a half hours while others not 
for six and a half hours. 

Some white leghorn chickens "per- 
ished In less than three and a halt 
hours while others managed to stay 
alive for twenty-nine and a half 
hours. 

Army carrier pigeons put up the 
greatest resistance to the frigid 
temperatures. None died in less than 
32 hours, and one lived for 78 hours. 
This hardiness may provide cluei 
to the high survival of half- wild 
park pigeons under tough city con- 
ditions. 

None of the animali hopped or 
fluttered about in an effort to. keep 
warm. Instead, they hunched them- 
selves up as compactly 88' possible, 
presenting a minimum body aur 
f see to the cold.
